The festival continues with the 
White on Ice dinner Thursday. Be¬ 
tween 7 p.m and 10 p.m., alarge, heat¬ 
ed tent will be set up outdoors in the 
icewine village. Guests will be treated 
to six “micro-meals from” six different 
chefs. Guests will dine at a harvest ta¬ 
ble and will be able to enjoy live music 
and dancing in the streets.

That doesn't mean Marynissen has 
to like it - coming from a grape-grow¬ 
ing family, she would prefer to see the 
animals left to live in peace, eating the 
rodents that do so much damage to 
vineyard roots.

Sometimes hunters let their dogs 
chase down a coyote, and they follow 
in trucks - she's seen them shoot from 
a truck window without even getting 
out, she says.

Beating Alzheimer’s 
is the fight of our 
lives 


A s Alzheimer Month draws 
to a close, it's important 
to remember prevention must be 
a priority, both in government 
funding and in our own lifestyle 
choices. 

The Alzheimer Society of 
Canada states that in 2011, nearly 
750,000 Canadians were living 
with Alzheimer's or some other 
dementia. That’s 14.9 per cent of 
Canadians who are 65 or older. 

By 2031, if nothing changes, 
the number of those afflicted is 
expected to rise to 1.4 million. 

The same report, available at 
alzheimer.ca, says the disease is 
costing Canada $33 billion a year 
now through medical costs and 
lost earnings. By 2040 — again, 
if nothing changes — that could 
rise to $240 billion. 

The key phrase here, of course, 
is 'if nothing changes.’ 

We can’t let 'nothing' happen. 
Families are already devastated 
by Alzheimer’s. 

When one member has it, it 
affects everyone around them 
through medical and caregiving 


Lives go through upheaval 
as schedules are rearranged 
to accommodate the person’s 
needs, and it’s profoundly sad to 
watch a loved one slip away one 

Public awareness of 
Alzheimer’s is relatively recent, 
but the disease was actually 
identified in 1906. Deposits of 
plaque grow throughout the brain 
and become toxic to brain cells, 
and so-called 'tangles’ choke the 
cells, causing them to die off. 

To continue to fund research 
isn’t enough; increasing that 
funding must be a government 
priority. 

The Alzheimer Society says 
there are things you can do, too, 
to protect yourself. Be active and 
choose a healthy diet, reduce 
stress and be socially engaged. 
And exercise your brain by 
learning a new language or 
playing strategy games like chess. 

There’s no ignoring Alzheimer’s 

Its numbers are growing, and it

a driver in NOTL waiting to take you 
out, she says. 

There is one who lives in St Davids 
- he pointed out his home when he 
drove her back from the casino - but he 
isn’t always available. 

Uber spokesperson Susie I Ieath says 
drivers are currently able to pick up 
and drop off in Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
so you could, for example, take a ride 
from St Catharines to NOTL and vice 
versa - but over the comingweeks, she 
said, “we expectieliabilityto increase.” 

Duthie believes once people real¬ 
ize how easy it is to supplement their 
income as an Uber drivei; rides will be 
easier to find. 

Drivers choose when they want to 
be available, and don’t have to accept a 
request ibraiide if they choose not to. 

"I work in IT” she said, “and if I was 
laid off ibr any reason, I’d drive Ibr Uber 
while I looked for another job.” 

After a ride, passengers are asked to 
rate their drivers, and drivers are asked 
to rate their passengers - the safety 
issue works both ways. She always 
rates her drivei; and she always checks 
ratings when she’s looking for a ride, 

"I’ve never had a bad Uber experi- 

The controversy that has arisen over 
Uber is largely because it’s misunder¬ 
stood, she believes - at least in Niagara, 
where it’s new. And because it’s unreg¬ 
ulated in the manner of traditional 
taxis, there is a fear that it isn’t as safe. 

Although it’s new to Niagara, it’s 
been around for a few years - it was 
founded in San Francisco in 2009 - 
and is very popular in major cities in 
Europe and the U.S. It now offers its 
services in more than 40 communities 
in Ontario. 

The service works through an app 
on a cell phone, which allows apoten- 
tial passenger to enter credit card infor¬ 
mation, look on a map for a driver near 
by and makearide request 

The app estimates the time to pick¬ 
up and the fare, and when the ride is 
accepted, sends the customer a picture 
of the driver, his licence plate, and the 
vehide he’s driving 

One of the issues often mentioned is 
insurance, but Heath says every Uber 
ride is covered. 

"Ridesharing partners are covered 
by commercial auto insurance in addi- 

tained by the driver-partner. We also 
have a well-established daims process. 
Upon being notified (of an accident), 
we work with our riders or partners on 
properly resolving any acadentdaim.”

A quick look online shows that a trip from 
Virgil to the St Catharines General Hospital

Central Taxi, which sends cabs to NOTL, 
says the average wait for a cab pick-up in 
Virgil is 20 minutes. Rides from NOTL to 
St Catharines are charged at a fixed rate of 
$35, the dispatcher said, although the meter 
runs and the amount can vary. 

Another issue with Uber rides has been 
fere surges - the cost of a ride can rise if cars 
are in high demand, but the app will show 
that as well, giving the passenger a chance 
to accept the ride or not 

The other part of the controversy is the 
legality of using a private ride service - in 
Ontario, municipalities or regional govern¬ 
ments licence and regulate taxis. 

Several municipalities are looking a new 
bylaws that allow ride-sharing, includ¬ 
ing Ottawa, Windsor and Waterloo, trying 
to find compromises that allow for a more 
level playing field with taxi drivers who pay 
high licensing costs. 

Hanif Patni lists a host of concerns in 
arguments against Uber. Patni is president 
and CEO of Coventry Connections, which 
has about 200 cab drivers working for it in 
Niagara under banners such as Central and 
NCT Elite. 

Patni said the Municipal Act makes it 
clear regulation is required for consumer 
protection. Every taxi has a meter in it, to be 
sure everyone is charged the same amount 
with the responsible municipality setting 
the rates. 

"It means everyone is treated the same 
way,” he said. That regulatory frame¬ 
work includes “a balance of supply and 
demand so that people who are supply¬ 
ing the business are making a decent live¬ 
lihood, while still providing the supply,” 
he said. 

His other concern is “more commerdaL"

Canada Victims Fund to re¬ 
search senior financial abuse 
in Niagara. 

Now the next step has be¬ 
gun withaserviceaboutto be 
launched called Community 
Response Network, funded 
by the same federal source. 
Itwillbring together various 
agencies, including banks 
and police, to help seniors 
fight financial abuse. 

It seeks a number of out¬ 
comes including a response 
team to respond to abuse 
claims, another team to re¬ 
view and resolve complex fi¬ 
nancial abuse cases and edu¬ 
cation to empower seniors. 

Rick Rochon, a consult¬

It’s not against the law to 
be a mean person; alleged 
crimes have to be commit¬ 
ted. 

“Whenyou’re dealing with 
senior elder abuse, the vast 
majority of criminal offens¬ 
es are financial in nature,” 
Spiridi said. 

Everyone can be hit by a 
scam, like credit card or on¬ 
line fraud, but certain scams 
target seniors in particular. 

Among them are one for 
which a fake relative calls 
for money in an emergen¬ 
cy. For others, scammers 
contact seniors and get into 
their bank accounts while 
fraudulently posing as bank 
examiners. 

“But the biggest problem 
we’re seeing are powers of 
attorney,” Spiridi said. 

The problem is “some¬ 
times people will jump the 


gun and dip into that money 
when they’re not supposed 
to.” 

Here, victims can be 85 
years old and the child sus¬ 
pects 60. These are tough 
cases to dig into, as are sit¬ 
uations with joint accounts 
and seniors who are still 
competent. 

“We’ll lay criminal charg¬ 
es, for sure, if they’re war¬ 
ranted,” Spiridi said. “Each 
case has to be looked at on 
their own.” 

He said when abuse is 
clearly criminal, there are 
things that can be done to 
“assist in dealing with the 
causes of the abuse.” 

“In those case we try to 
connect the senior with an 
appropriate agency,” Spiridi 
said. “In many of those cas¬ 
es we work with communi¬ 
ty groups to assist the senior 
while dealing with the crimi¬ 
nal elements of the investi- 

When the situations in¬ 


volve family members, they 
can be understandably ex¬ 
tremely sensitive. 

The Standard spoke to two 
Niagara residents subject¬ 
ed to financial elder abuse 
— one was a power of at¬ 
torney. Neither wanted any 
names or details released in 
an article. 

“There is no question this 
is our biggest hurdle,” said 
Ted Kingdon, lead consult¬ 
ant in the BeFAIR/ Com¬ 
munity Response Network 
project. “And it is a touchy 

Kingdon said most people 
dislike talking about their 
finances, and even more so 
seniors. 

And when it involves fam¬ 
ily members “it gets worse, 
because ... it may be their 
son or daughter. And here 
the problem is often a sense 
of entitlement. 

The attitude: "This is go¬ 
ing to be my inheritance an¬ 
yway so why don’t I just get 


the money now,” he said. 

Oftentimes it starts off in¬ 
nocently, whereby a family 
member is actually helping 
the senior. 

If that child caregiv¬ 
er isn’t financially sound, 
grafting money from the 
parent starts to look ap¬ 
pealing.

The problem is studies 
showing a lack of report¬ 
ing on the part of seniors, 
he said. And a lot of that is 
reporting from “health and 
social services.” 

“But (even that) only 
works if the organization has 
a policy,” he said. “Not every 
organization has apolicyfor 


reporting.” 

“We can set up a system 
with a hotline and people 
ready to respond,” he said, 
“but the only way it’s ever re¬ 
ally going to work is if we ed¬ 
ucate the Niagara public.”

They 
hiked thousands of kilome¬ 
tres alone by night, slogged 
through swamps and swam 
across rivers.

Harper Wells said her great¬ 
grandfather, who was born 
in Canada, left the country to 
fight in the Civil War. 

“Born free in Canada, yet 
felt compelled to fight in the 
Civil War in the United States,” 

Harper Wells started her 
Niagara Bound Tours nearly 
12 years ago. 

It’s a one-person company 

her one-bedroom apartment 
in St. Catharines. 

“This is my calling from 
God,” she said.
